SMUGGLERS FLOURISHING IN HONGKONG. 


THE DISCUSSIONS AT GENEVA.

Gonova, Novomber 5. 

At tho Opium Conforence the Japanese delegate said tho sup: 
prossion of opium smoking in Japan wae absolute. 

Princo Charoon outlined tho restrictive mossuree in Siam, and 
said ho hoped the neighbousing countrios would assist in tho gradual 
suppression. - 

: Sir Malcolm Delovingno (Britain) drow attontion to tho samugg- 
ling, which'in the past throo yoars had grown worse in tho Far.East, 
particularly in Hongkong, whoro as much opium was imported 
illicitly as was logally declared. \Zhe Maloy Poninsula was not so 
had, but thero was considerable smuggling betwoon the Far East 
and tho Straits Settlomonts. : 

; CHINESE STATEMENT. 

Tho afternoon's sitting was occupiod oxclusively with a written 
statomont by Doctor $zo, which lod’to o friondly passage of arms 
botwoen tho Chinose dologation and Mr, Campboll (India). The 
Chinoso stator, ont declarod that China was suffering from the acts 
of individuals over whom thore was no control, owing to tho obliga- 

‘tion imposed on hor to concedo oxtra-territorial rights to nationals 

of cortain Powors. Opium was not indigenvus to China, but had 

boon introduced from abroad. China's attonrpt to curtail smuggling 

did not moet with tho co-oporation of those Powora whase nationals 

woro ongagod in tho traffic. Tho production of opium in China had 

practically coasod in 1017, whon Britain agreed that Indian opium 
would not be exported to China. No Power was moro concerned 
than China with rogard to tho total suppression ‘of the uso of pro- 
pared opium, but this rosult could not bo hoped for without the 
whole-hearted co-operation of all Powers possessing territorial 


interosts. 
: POPPY CULTIVATION. 

The statomont admitted that China rogratted tho recrudescence 

sf tho cultivation of the poppy and tho production and u3o of proparod 
opium, in view of the temporary disturbed political conditions in 
China, The Chinose pooplo worn sufforing owing to foroign-grown 
opium smuggled into China and also the large’ amount of foreign- 
manifactured narcotics illegally introduced and sold in China. ° 

Tho statement concluded by suggesting that tho smoking of 
preparer opium be declared harmful, and therefore ilogitimate, and 
that the jmportation of opium excopt for modicinal and scientific 
uses he immoadiately forbidden; that the oxport bo likowise pro- 
hibited; that thoso undertakings bo applied to the colonies and 
dependencies of the agreeing Powors ; and that the uso of prepara 
opium be forbidden excepting for addicts requiring special treatmont. 

; INDIAN CUMMENTS. — : 

Mr. Campbell questioned tho accuracy of several of tho Chincso 
statoments, and added that half tho opium smuggled into Burma 
came from China. Tho anme occurred in Hongkong and tho Straits

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"FIRE FIGHTING. 


YESTERDAY'S INTEREST- 
- ING DEMONSTRATION. 


An intoresting insight. into 
mothods of fire-fighting was pro- 
vided by-an claborate exhibition 
given by the Hongkong Firo 
Brigado insido the compound of. 
the Central Police Station yostor-| 
day afternoon. For tholarge crowd 
of snoctators presont tho function 
was in tho naturo of .o troat por- 
haps, but bohind the scomingly 
dross-rohoarsal charactor of tho 
demonstration, ono realises tho 
difficulties and dangors bosottlng 
the work of a fire-fighter. There 
js-. very Iittle comparison in 
this respoot with conditions at 
Homo, and oven if such com- 
parison wero admissiblo, it falle 
groatly to tho oredit of the Hong- 
kovug Brigade, for thoirs is tho 
task of doaling with fires undor 
orowdod conditions. 

Sych boing tho caso it 

-of groat intorest to 
tho various dovicos 
omployed in tho saving of 
lives, .and which rightly claim 
first importance in tho training 
of the men. One was shown how 
by moans of teloscopio Iaddors, 
Ife-linos, jumping sheots and 
oanvas chutes, rascuos wore 
offected from upper floors. Some 
of these domonstrations wore 
sufficiently daring to impart a 
athrijlortwo to tho spectators. 
Othor drills woro given to show 
how’ tho fire-fighting squipment. 
was marshalled togothor at tha 
scone of tho outbreak, and these 
wero executed with - mush 
neatness and dispatch, Particular 
attention was paid to the timo in 
which all thoso movements wero 
done, and prizes woro awarded to 
the crows accordingly- 

Sliding down's rope snd shoot- 
ing through & canvas chuto from 
uppor floors, wore two of tho ways 
of rescue shown, Tho leattor
